E saw her sliding out of a grey dawn 
W off the Tuskar Rock on Wednes- 
day morning, a lofty, ghostlike ship, with 
all sail set, ing silently over the sur- 
face of the water in response to the light 
breeze, until, as if shy at our appearance, 
she wreathed herself in a morning r. ist 
and faded from our sight. 

She seemed, as it were, a child of 
Nature, reluctant to approach the land 
where the eyes of man would admire her 
beauty, loth to leave the mighty spaces 
of sky and water to which she belonged.

A Neglected Memorial. 


'.L wonder how Dubliners know 
that some very old ware is 
incorporated in one of the city’s monu- 
ments. On the west side of Merrion 
square stands a masonry structure that, 
to the casual observer, a to be 
merely the side wall of. park care- 
taker’s lodge. It is, however, in reality, 
the memorial to Charles’ Manners, Duke 
of Rutland, and, thereon hangs a tale. 
This Duke of Rutland was-very much con- 
cerned about the lack of pure water for 
the poor, and he commissioned Sir 
William Chambers (the architect of the 
front portion of Trinity.College) to design 


a water fountain which was intended to 


supply water free to the people who lived 
in the neighbourhood of Merrion Square. 
Before the fountain was finished, the 
Duke died in tragic circumstances and 
his friends arranged f.r the structure to 
be completed as a memorial to its 
originator. That was i.» the year 1787, 
but it is doubtful whether water .as ever 
proci. 'd in quantity at the memorial. It 
is interesting to note that in the year 
1809 an English tourist recorded that 
“there is, what in this enlightened age, is 
stiled in Dublin, a fountain, but which in 
London would be vulgarly called a 


pump.”” 
Wedgwood in Dublin. 


On the top of the Rutland Memorial are 


Íour urns that were made at the Wedg- 


wood factory at Etruria. They are 
remarkably well preserved, despite the 
lack of attention given to them. On the 
curved front of the Memorial is a frieze, 
also made by Wedgwood, depicting the 
Marquis of Granby assisting a distress2d 
soldier’s family. It is very difficult to 
perceive these embellishments on account 
of the creeper that spreads so luxuriantly 
over the memorial. 

There is now no inscription on the

THE PLANETS, ' 


From Our AsTronomicah 
CORRESPONDENT, : 

Mercury was in Inferior Conjunction 
on May 20th, and is now a morning 
star, but will hardly be visible, though, 
at the end of the month, he rises a little 
more than an hour before the Sun, He 
was very well seen during his last 
appearance aS an evening star, which 
lasted for an unusually long time, from 
about April 17th to May 7th. He was 
repeatedly seen during that period at 
Armagh, both with the naked eye and 
the telescope, and was shown to several 
escape of visitors; this is a chance which 
uck may secure, but no amount of care 
can provide. 

Venus is a bright object in the evening 
sky, but will not be as conspicuous: as 
she sometimes is. She is already setting 
earlier, because the Sun is gaining on 
her in Northern Declination. Next month 
she will be South of the Sun, and will 
best be observed in daylight for the rest 
of the summer. She is moving through 
the constellations, first of Gemini, and 
afterwards of Cancer. She will be near 
Castor and Pollux in the middle of the 
month, though these bright stars will have 
little visibility in the mid-summer twi- 
light, 

Mars rises in the small hours, and is 
quite inconspicuous. i 

Jupiter is in Conjunction with the Sun 
i the 20th, and quite off the observing 
ist. 

Saturn will be in Opposition on July 
Ist, and is, therefore, the most observable 
of the planets this month and next, But, 
for the present, the planetary observer will 
have to be content with small mercies: 
for the most observable of the planets is 
very poorly observable owing to his great 
Southern Declination. He has, however, 
passed his farthest South, as is to be seen 
by the fact that he comes to Opposition 
this year ten days after the summer 
Solstice, and those who wait long 
enough will see him coming again 
into Northern Declination in about seven 
years. Meanwhile, his position improves 
with each year that passes. His ring 
system is still near its widest opening, 
but will be narrowing gradually during 
the next seven years, and the rings will 
be invisible just before the planet crosses

Ghe Pioneers of Light Opera. 


The career of Richard D’Oyly Carte and 
his remarkably® successful. collaboration 
with Sir Arthur Sullivan will be recalled 
by the visit to Dublin next week of the 
famous opera company which bears the 
former’s name. 

D’Oyly Carte, who was born in 1844, 
in early life was a concert and lecture 
agent, but, at the age of thirty-three, he 
became a theatrical manager, and in that 
capacity, became known to the musical 
and dramatic world. “ Trial by Jury,”’ 
which, by the way, is not to be given at 
Dublin, was the first of the long series of 
comic operas to be brought out by the 
famous triumvirate—Gilbert as writer, 
Sullivan as composer, and D’Oyly. Carte 
as producer—and it was staged at the 
Royalty Theatre in London in 1875. 
Then came “The  Sorcerer’’ and 
“H.M.S. Pinafore,’” to be followed by 
“The Pirates of Penzance’’ and 
“ Patience.’” All these productions 
proved highly popular and remunerative, 
the profits amounting to something like 
£60,000 a year. D’Oyly Carte invested 
his share of the proceeds in the erection 
of the Savoy Theatre, where he put on 
other operas, nearly all of which had a 
long run. D’Ovly Carte was an excellent 
judge of talent, and many singers who 
subsequently gained high fame com- 
menced their career under his auspices.

Full Moon on the 11th, at 6.12 a.m. 

Last Quarter on the 19th, at 9.0 a.m. 

New Moon on the 26th, at 1.47 p.m. 

The Moon will be in Conjunction with 
Saturn on the 12th, with Mars on the 
25rd, and with Venus on the 29th. Other 
planetary Conjunctions will be invisible 
owing to the nearness of the bodies con- 
cerned to the Sun. In the Conjunction of 
the Moon with Saturn, the Moon will be 
five degrees South of the planet. As 
Saturn is at present nearly at the greatest 
South Declination that he can attain, 1t 
will be seen that the Moon attains a 
much greater degree of South Declination 
than the planet can. It happens that the 
Moon is this year in the position of 
gaining her greatest possible North and 
South extension. This occurs with each 
revolution of her line of Nodes. At each 
semi-revolution the position is reversed. 
The line of Nodes makes a revolution in 
18.65 years, a period which has long been 
known as the '“ Saros,’’ or ‘‘ Metonic 
Cycle,’ and brings back the same 
phases of the Moon to the same days, and 
the same series of eclipses. This is why 
the Full Moon at times looms so low in 
the summer skies, and correspondingly 
towers so high in those of mid-winter; 
and then, after a term of years, has a 
much less extreme elevation and depression 
at the same time of year. The Moon’s 
orbit is imclined at an angle of five 
degrees to the Ecliptic. At present she 
is five degrees below the Ecliptic at the 
time of Mid-summer Full Moon, and five 
degrees above it at that of Mid-winter. 
In nine years’ time the position, will be 
reversed, the reversal making a difference 
of ten degrees in her altitude at the 
two opposite times of year. The effect of 
this periodical change is to carry the Moon 
along a path among the stars which 
gradually changes from year to year, so 
that, for example, a series of occultations 
of a bright star, say, Aldebaran, will 
take place over a period of a year or two, 
and then no more occultations of the same 
star take place for nine years, more or less, 
according to the position of the star with 
respect to the Moon’s path. 


THE SUN. 


The Summer Solstice occurs this year on 
June 22nd at 4 a.m., when the Sun 
enters the Sign of Cancer, and, astronomi- 
cally, summer begins. The Sun is actually 
at that time just entering the constella- 
tion of Gemini, and is close to the 3rd 
magnitude stars, Eta and Mu Geminorum,

In fact, there has been 
a good deal of jeering by Labour back- 
benchers recently at the inability of the 
Six-County area to pay its way, and at the 
extravagant administration of such a little 
State, run on an imperial model of 
grandeur. The Belfast Government is, no 
doubt, doing its best under difficult and 
awkward conditions, but its resources and 
opportunities are limited. At present

BELFAST CATHEDRAL. 


Plans are being prepared for the erection 
of a small chapel on the north-west side of 
the Belfast Cathedral, the expense fo 
which is being undertaken: by an anon 
mous donor. A well-known Belfast citizen 
has also given £1,000 to be devoted 
towards the completion of the Cathedral 
and Dean Brett has just announced that 
during the past four years a sum of 
between £15,000 and £16,000 has been re‘ 
ceived by him for the decoration of tlie 
structure, without taking into consid 
tion the cost of the west front. 

It is hoped that the bronze gates for thie 
north and south porches of the western 
side will soon be in position, but a good 
deal of smaller work still remains to be 
done. Everything possible is being done 
to beautify the Cathedral and to make i4 
worthy of Belfast.

The spirit of divi- 
sion weakens the Chureh's witness for Him 
both at home and abroad. Unseemly rivalry 
for other thay spiritual ends brings the 
Church into contempt amongst those outside 
woich it should be her object to win. The 
World Conference on Faith and Order is, 
therefore, a welcome sign of the times, 
though as vet it exhibits in its findings a re- 
grettable evidencespi unprepareduess on the 
part of the Christian Churches for union on 
any large scale. But it seems to me that the 
problem is generally approached from the 
wrong end, Corporate union is sought as the 
way toward the extinction of the jealous 
rivalry that tarnishes the good name of the 
Church, whereas the first pre-requisite toward 
union 1s just the suppression of the spirit of 
jealousy and the more evident manifestation 
of the Spirit of Christ by the Christian de- 
nominations in their relation toward each 
cther. 

‘It is only hypocrisy for a Church to be 
talking of union if to secure for herself 
numerical ascendancy she is trying to steal 
the members of any other Church. Most 
earnestly do | long for a union of the Evan- 
gelical Churches in this land m which we 
uve, hut [ am convinced that the only sure 
read to it is through the extinction of un- 
seemly competition and the more careful 
cultivation of Christ-like spirit in their rela- 
tion toward: each other. | 

‘Things unessential will recedt from view, 
und they will come to see that in each there 
is something that may well be included in 
the basis and plan of a united Church.”

BOARD,

Sir,—In the debate in the Senate on the 
Electricity Supply Board, Mr. McGilligan 
said ‘‘ he hoped that the Electricity Supply 
Board would not have its work hampered by 
a lot of unnecessary labour and expense, 

For the economical operation of such an 
undertaking as the E.S.B. first-class statis- 
tical and accountancy departments, keeping 
the Board fully informed week by week of 
the progress of the undertaking, are necessary. 
All information that it is necessary for -the 
public to bave should, therefore, be readily 
available without any unnecessary labour and 
expense. 

The existing staff of the E.8.B. are com- 
paratively unknown figures in the ejectrical 
and commercia! world; in consequence it js 
not unnatural that there should be a desire 
among those qualified to judge for figures, 
hoth statistical and financial, showing that 
the Board is working both economically and 
eficiently. 

The meagre information contained in the 
last published report, and the wealth of un 
necessary padding, was very unsatisfactory : 
the report should be framed on the lines 
adopted by every large electricity under- 
taking, giving the fullest information as to 
the position of the business and the expendi- 
ture on sales of electrical fittings, wiring of 
houses, etc., as distinct from sales of current. 

It is to be hoped that the Minister's smug 


self-satisfaction has not been communicated 
to the Board, and that the latter are in a 
mood both of *s#lf-examination and readiness 
to receive criticism.—Yours, etc.,

Sir,—May I, through the medium of your 
paper, focus attention on the condition of 
the foreshore between Merrion Gates and Dua 
Laoghaire ? i 

This portion of the strand, which during 
the summer is a favourite rendezvous for the 
children of our metropolis, is strewn with 
every conceivable type of refuse, thereby 
constituting a danger to all those who 
frequent it. At Merrion Gates the »pproach 
t. the beach is covered with old tins, wires. 
and débris of every description. The same 
condition exists, to a greater or lesser degree, 
all along until one reaches the source of the 
trouble—the dump at the back of the West 
Pier. Here the Dun Laoghaire Urban District 
Council deposit every imaginable type of 
rubbish—old cans, tar containers, wires, beds, 
motor parts, trees, etc., together with the 
contents of the dust-bins of the district. This 
place is quite indescribable; even a phato- 
graph could not truly convey to one ifs 
appalling condition. H is quite inconceivable 
that such a state. of affairs should be per 
missible in any civilised country. What a 
sad sight it was to-day to see the children 
trying to pick their way through the old 
cans to the water’s edge, and then wade out 
a few vards, only to put their foot into an old 
tin or on a broken jam jar. 

Now fet us for a moment divert our atten 
lion from the eause of the children to the 
financial aspect of the affair, Our strands 
should constitute one of our greatest national 
assets. When one reflects on the millions 
spent annually in Great Britain and Ireland 
on holidays, and then considers how such a 
condition not only compels our own citizens 
to seek more suitable bathing places abroad, 
but «dso deters visitors from coming to our 
shores, the iniquity of such a short-sight2d 
policy becomes very apparent. : 

Again adverting to my real object in 
writing, may I appeal to all your readers 
who are interested in the welfare and health 
of our children to use their influence to bring 
about a cessation of the practice of dumping 
refuse on the foreshore, and thereby remove 
a grave source of discomfort and danger “—

"The Senate of Northern Ireland yesterday 
took. the Report stage of the Companies Bill. 
.. Mr. Leslie moved an additional, sub-section 
to Clause 30, providing that a company shall 
not issue a debenture in respect of any 
liability previously incurred by the compan 
unless an offer debentures of equal ran 
and priority is at the same time nade by the 
company to all persons to whom the company 
yhas any outstanding liability. 

He said the proposal was designed to pre- 
vent the granting of an advantage to one 
creditor over another, a practice which he 
understood was rather on the increase. 

The Right Hon. 8. Cunningham supported 
the amendment. He thought it was neces- 
sary, in order to bring the law and equity 
more in agreement than at present. 

Lord Bangor, in reply, said there was al- 
ready a provision in the Act of 1908 to pre

NATIONAL DRAMA 
IN IRELAND. 


LECTURE AT ROTARY 
CLUB. 


At the meeting of the Dublin Rotary Club 
yesterday in Clery’s Restaurant the prin- 
cipal speaker was Miss Kathleen O’ Brennan, 
whos theme was the national drama in Ire- 
and. 

Miss O'Brennan said she wished to remind 
her hearers of the importance of the Irish 
theatre in Dublin, and the prestige which, 
she said, it had given to Ireland in other 
countries. There were few visitors who did 
not find their way to the foyer of the Abbey 
Theatre, which many a time presented as dis- 
tinguished and interesting a gathering in its 
ways as the foyer of the Comedie Francaise 
in Paris. 

Jt seemed strange that. an old country like 
Ireland only produced a national drama dur- 
ing the past thirty years. Up to the close 
of the eighteenth century Ireland was as well 
served with theatrical companies and theatres 
as London and the Continent. What she 
meant was the absence of a _ distinctive 
national theatre, going back to Irish life for 
its inspiration. That did not exist until the 
Gaelic revival of thirty years ago, when a 
great spiritual wave swept across the country, 
touching every sensitive being in the nation, 
and particularly the most highly sensitive 
of all—our poets. and artists. 


BEAUTY AT HOME. 

The forces that combined fo bring the 
national theatre into existence were Mr. 
W. B. Yeats, Lady Gregory and the late Mr. 
Edward Martyn. Jt was as if a new world 
had been discovered in the Gaeltacht, and 
the young intellect of the country began to 
realise that they had a fount of beauty at 
home which they had not hitherto awakened 
to. Then came Irish dramas in which the 
mode of expression was always national and 
full of strong human emotions, which made 
their appeal to the literary world. Then the 
playwrights went hack to the land, the land 
struggles, the problems of village life, the 
marriage system in lreland—all produced 
comedy or tragedy as the writers caw it, and 
a school of writers ,such as Mr. T. C. Murray, 
which brought us to another period of our 
national drama. 


EMOTION AND ART. 

The various waves of emotion which surged 
through the country were having their in- 
fluence on the art of the country, and she 
believed that the Irish Literary Theatre was 
as accurate a reflection of national feeling as 
the art of a period in any other nation. The 
real artist painted with a confident brush 
life as it appeared to him, and they could 
only accept what-he gave them. If it was 
true it would live; if not it would perish. 

Miss O’Brennan next referred to Sean 
O'Casey 's pictures of the lives of the people 
in the slums, who fought a battle for 
existence which was as heroic at times as 
that of the warrior on the battlefield. Many 
people resented this study of our national 
life. but its existence could not be denied, 
and it had marked a distinct period in our 
national drama. 

THE MODERN PLAYWRIGHT. 

“What the new wave of emotion will 
bring from the modern playwright,’’ said 
Miss O'Brennan, ‘‘is still in the lap of the 
gods, and depends as much on the country as 
on the artist. We have no great middle- 
class drama. We are not yet concerned to 
any large extent with the psychological 
drama, simply because just now the chief 
feeling in the country is that of caution.”’ 

There was no romance of adventure in 
dustry in this country. The spirit of caution 
had no attraction for the dramatists; they 
were awaiting a great wave of feeling across 
the country, which would give a broader and 
‘more laughing theatre, for at present laugh- 
ter was forced as compared with what it 
was twenty-five years ago. 

Mr. Herbert Bailey said that Miss 
O’Brennan had put the ideal side of the 
question very, well. wns bigger than 
the Abbey Théatre was required as a national 
theatre. Our native artists would do well to 
present some of the best plays of other 
countries which had never been presented in 
Dublin. The work of Lady Gregory was for 
an Irish theatre, not a national theatre. 


POSITION OF ABBEY THEATRE. 
Mr. Frank H. O'Donnell said that he 
auged the value of theyAbbey Theatre from 
the fact that the one-and-threepenny seats 
were the most patronised, and that in ine 
foyer were to be found people, like himself, 
‘who got in for nothing. (Langhter.) In so 
far as a National theatre was concerned the 
ordinary Irish people did not care a curse 
for it; it interested only a small number of 
intellectuals in Dublin. While the Abbey 
Theatre contained some of the finest actors 
in the world, it. was no more a National 
theatre than the Rotary Club was. 
(Laughter.) It was not the caution of the 
dramatists that was wrong, but the caution 
of the directors of the Abbey Theatre. The 
fact was that to-day one should be a perfeci 
dramatist to get a play accepted by the 
Abbey. He had had experience of that. 
(Laughter. ) 

The President (Mr. F. M. Summerfield) 
conveyed the thanks of the Club to Miss 
OQ’ Brennan.

THE FUTURE OF MR. 
THOMAS. 


——— &— 


The rumours which have been current since 
Sir Oswald Mosiley’s resignation from the 
Government that other and’ more important 
changes are imminent are likely to be 
corroborated within the next day of two, 
says 7'he T'imes to-day. 

There is tittle doubt, for instance, that Mr. 
J. H. Thomas is about to return to the office 
of Secretary of State for the Domimions, 
which he iilled in the first Labour Govern- 
ment in 1924. Since then two Secretaryships 
of ‘State have been created—one tor the 

Dominions and one for the Colonies. Up to 
now the two offices have been held by one 
Minister—first- by Mr. Amery, and then by 
Lord Passfield. But it is felt that there is 
now an appropriate reason for dividing the 
work. 

Mr. Thomas, it is understood, will take 
over the werk of the Dominions, and it is 
expected that Lord Passtield will continue to 
be Secretary of State for the Colonies. ‘Il'hus 
it will fall to Mr. Thomas to take a principal 
part in the coming Imperial Conference, 
which is what everyone would wish. But he 
will still remain closely identified with tlie 
problem of unemployment. Mr. Thomas's 
successor as Lord Privy Seal is likely to be 
Mr. Hartshorn, who is free to join the 
Cabinet now that the work of the Indian 
Commission is at an end.

LOCAL DISORDERS. 

In other parts of India the outstanding 
feature of the week has been local dis- 
orders at a number of places. 

The most serious occurred at Ran- 
goon, where, in consequence of ill-feeling 
arising out of the claims of Burmans 
and Indians respectively for employment, 
fighting broke out between the two com- 
munities and continued with great bitter- 
ness. 

It is not possible at present to state the 
casualties with completeness, but on the 
13th of May it was reported that the 
deaths exceeded one hundred, and that 
the number of persons who received 
hospital treatment was approximately 
eight hundred. No ill-feeling has been 
shown towevrds police or Europeans. 

On the 30th the situation appeared to 
be under control, but the atmosphere was 
still very tense. In order to relieve the 
situation by obtaining speedy settlement 
of the labour dispute. a Conciliation 
Board ‘has been. appointed under the 
Trades Dispute Act. 

A complete list of the casualties and 
damage at Dacca has not yet been re- 
ceived, but these may prove to be con 
siderable. 

A GENERAL REVIEW. 
The causes of the rioting at Lucknow 
are also given, and reference is made to 
the calling out of troops during the night 
of May 26th. The troops were not called 
upon to fire. i 
In a general review of the disturbances 
the report says:—There is no doubt that 
the defiance of the law which the 
organisers of. the civil disobedience move- 
ment have sedulously propagated is hav- 
ing effects beyond the scope oí the move- 
ment itself, and is creating a disregard 
for order which v.nds increasingly to en- 
danger the public peace and the main- 
tenance of friendly relations between 
classes and communities.

THE QUESTION OF 
SECURITY. 


PRIME MINISTER AND 
WAR-MIND. 


From OUR PARLIAMENTARY 
CORRESPONDENT, 


WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

There “as another .aval debate this 
evening, when Mr, Baldwin moved the 
appointment of a Select Committee to 
examine and report upon the proposals 
contained in the Treaty for the reduction 
of naval «~maments. 

The Treaty, he said, was full of techni- 
calities, which few of them were capable 
of judging, yet the matter was more vital 
to this country than almost anything 
else... America, which really had no prob- 
lem. of naval defence, had had a most 
exLaustive cnguiry as t) the effect cf 
the Treaty, and there was all the more 
reason why we should follow the same 
procedure, 


THE MAIN CONSIDERATION, 

All of them were in favour of Treaties 
for the reduction of armaments, but such 
a Treaty should be one which would com- 
mand the support of all parties. The 
main. thing to consider was whether 
under the Treaty their security re- 
majned, and whether they would be in a 
position, in any circumstances, to fulfil 
their obligations under the League of 
Nations. 

What was exercising his mind was the 
remarkable drop in the Admiralty cruiser 
requirements from 70 to 50. The de- 
stroyer position also caused uneasiness, 
because if the programmes of the two 
great Latin countries were increased. it 
would vital'y affect our position. He 
saw real danger in the situation. 


DISQUIET IN EUROPE. 

Nothing could be so bad for a nation 
as to be always wondering whether they 
nad got enough armaments and so forth. 
Was the Prime Minister satisfied that 
there was less disquiet in Europe to-day 
than before the Conference began? The 
moment ‘chat this. country ceased to be 
independent in her own strength in 
Europe she ran the risk of being drawn 
into the orbit of some other country. 

It was upon th. European side that he 
felt most anxious, and it was because he 
thought there was so much that required 
explanation, and so much explanation 
that could not be given in public, that 
with perfect frankness he asked the 
Government to accede to the motion. 


THE PRIME MINISTER. 

The Prime Minister said that this was 
the: second attempt on the part of ‘the 
Opposition to discuss the Treaty. If the 
motion was assented to it would be a 
departure from the relations between the 
Executive and the House that would 
become part and parcel of their ordinary 
procedure. He thought he was right in 
saying that those who supported this 
motion were not in favour of any Naval 
Treaty at all. (Labour cheers.) 

They were in favour of unbridled com- 
petition, and, if that ee was carried 
out, the estimates would go up by millions 
upon millions, and the expenditure would 
be absolute waste. 

Mr. Churchill—No. 

Mr. Macdonald—I hope the right hon. 
gentleman will postpone until later his 
uncontrollable exuberance. .(Laughter.) 


THE GOVERNMENT'S POLICY. 

Proceeding, the Prime. Minister said 
that the Treaty was for a limited period. 
The Government’s policy might be un- 
sound, but it was perfectly clear. We had 
never got security by military strength, 
and we should@*not go on wasting public 
money. .The more we pursued a war 
organisation policy the more we were 
weakening our peace policy. 

All the various problems were threshed 
out by the delegates at the Conference, 
and on every hand. there was. a sincere 
desire to make a contribution towards dis- 
armament without risking -a reaction in 
this country or anywhere else, 


THE THREE-POWER AGREEMENT. 

Mr. Churchill had said that he was 
indifferent to American shipbuilding. If 
that was so, why did he not remain in- 
different to the end of the chapter. He 
(Mr. Macdonald) had left no stone un- 
turned to get a. five-Power agreement, but 
the last party in the country who should 
object to a three-Power agreement was the 
Conservative Party, who went into a three- 
Power Conference, and had to apologise 
for their failure. i 

The Labour Government had secured a 
three-Power agreement which was hailed 
in other countries as a remarkable achieve- 
ment, and they were still working at the 
problem, which, when solved, would enable 
them to get a five-power agreement. 


THE WAR-MIND. 

It was inevitable that those with a war- 
mind should be displeased with the agree- 
ment, but those of them who were pursuing 
the path of peace took it as a welcome 
instalment. They regarded it as a be- 
ginning, which must be pursued, step by 
step, until at last, through equilibrium, 
they reached disarmament. 

He asked the House to reject the motion, 
and thus give confidence in the Treaty. 
(Labour cheers.) 


DOING THE RIGHT THING. 

Mr. G. Lambert said that he did not 
often agree with the present Government, 
but in securing the Nava] Treaty he 
thought they had done the right thing. 
It was signed by all the Dominions, and 
was a striking example of Empire soli- 
darity. (Cheers.) If Select Committees 
were to inquire on treaties, he would 
very much like to sit on one to inquire 
into the treaty which settled the 
American debt. . (Laughter.) 

Supposing. the Committee disapproved 
of the action of the Government, what was 
to happen? Would the Government 
resign? Was the Treaty to become of no 
effect? In this matter he quite failed 
to understand the new-fangled notions of 
the Conservative Party. He was definitely 
on the side of agreements for the reduc- 
tion of armaments. He could only wish 
the Labour Government did not spend *o 
much on education and social reform.

FIRM MEASURES IN 
INDIA. 


THE VICEROY'S EFFECTIVE 
METHODS. 
civigasiellbiiaiisala 


The Times of to-day observes in a lead- 
ing article:—The appreciation of the 
situation in India, issued yesterday by 
the Secretary of State, indicates that there 
has: been some slight general. improve- 
ment, though the number. of local dis- 
orders and regrettable incidents is still 
high. The tribes along the frontier have, 
on the whole, been quiet, and it is an 
excellent sign that the Afridi have not 
been affected by the agitation in Tirah, 
and that the hostile Marsuds failed to 
secur? any support from the Madda Khel 
Wazirs. As for events away from the 
frontier, Mr. Wedgwood Benn assured 
the House of Commons a week ago that 
the Government of India would not permit 
the Working Committee of the Indian 
Congress to put some of its recent resolu- 
tions into force. These resolutions in- 
cluded proposals for an organised agita- 
tion against the payment of land revenue 
and taxes. for the extension of picketing, 
and for the boycotting and intimidation 
of Government servants. 

ORDINANCES IN FORCE. 

Since then the. Viceroy issued two 
Ordinances which were put into force im- 
mediately in the Bombay Presidency, and 
were yesterday brought into operation in 
several other of the more important 
provinces of India. One of these, Ordin- 
ances deals with the situation in which a 
person who refuses to pay taxes is liable 
to punishment, while those who incite 
him to withhold payment escape. Instiga- 
tion of this sort ts now made a non- 
bailable offence, punishable by imprison- 
ment, with or without a fine. Another 
Ordinance punished picketing and other 
forms ol molestation or intimidation, 
whether exercised against the vendors of 
liquor or foreign goods or directed against 
the offigials who carry on ‘the routine of 
administration in the villages and country 
towns of British India. 

It is too much to expect that the pro- 
mulgation of these two Ordinances will 
at once deter a number of members oi 
the Congress Party from continuing their 
illegal activities, adds The Times. The 
craze for martyrdom in the form of im- 
prisonment after a scuffle with the police 
is likely to be fashionable for some time 
to come, but the immediate value of the 
Viceroy’s action lies in its proof that the 
Government. of India is resolved to pro- 
tect its servants and all law-ellaiiin 
members of the public. This assurance 
is the more sitislectony since recent riots 
at places so far apart as Bombay, Ran- 
goon and Peshawar have shown that the 
studied defiance of the law by the Con- 
gress Party produced a state of nerves 
which is dangerous to the public peace. 

EFFECTIVE METHODS. 

At Dacca a trivial quarrel between 
schoolboys became the cause of serious 
disturbances between Hindus and 
Mohamedans. A police sergeant’s inter- 
ference in a case of cruelty to a dog led 
to a fatal riot in the Moslem quarter of 
Bombay. At Peshawar.a deplorable rifle 
| accident caused an outbreak in which the 
military had to fire on a crowd. [Ín 
| Rangoon a labour dispute between Bur- 
mese and imported Madrasi labourers 
suddenly exploded in a series of street 
battles, which cost over eighty lives. In 
such confused affrays policenien and 
harmless passers-by run as much risk as 
the rioters. It is accordingly of the 
utmost importance that. the real situa- 
tion and the true intentions of the British 
Government should be brought plainly 
before. the eyes of the uneducated by the 
same simple and effective, and, if neces. 
sary, even crude methods as those which 
are employed by its enemies, It is satis- 
factory to learn from Mr. Wedgwood 
Benn’s statement that the dissemination 
of false reports appears to be having 
rather less effect than a few weeks ago, 
and that the organisations. for counter 
propaganda and the publication of correct 
news are increasing in number and effi- 
ciency, 


THE RAILWAY 
SYSTEMS. 


IRELAND AS FIELD FOR 
INVESTMENT.

In a second article under the heading 
““Ireland as a field for investment,’ a 
correspondent of the Financial News writes 
in to-day’s issue :— 

‘To the outside investor the most in- 
teresting field in Ireland is that provided 
by the two railway systems, which since 
1925 have divided the country between 
them. Oí these the larger is the Great 
Southern Railways Company, a _ Free 
State company incorporated by Act of 
Parliament on January 1, 1925, to absorb 
all the various small lines then operating 
in the country, with the exception of those 
controlled..by the Great Northern Rail- 
way.” 

After reviewing the company’s progress, 
the correspondent writes :— 

GOODS TRAFFIC. 

“As far as the goods traffic is con- 
cerned, the fact that Ireland is almost en- 
tirely an agricultural country, occupied 
iargely in exporting perishable goods, such 
as butter, eggs; and, in a sense, cattle to 
the English market, is a good guarantee 
that over a given period of, say, five years 
the traffics are not likely to show a serious 
‘shrinkage. Furthermore, the very strik- 
ing improvement in the standard of ex- 
.pertable’ produce, referred to in the pre- 
vious article, is likely to have the opposite 
effect. . 

GREAT NORTHERN RAILWAY. 

“The Great Northern’ Railway, 
although having its registered office at the 
Dublin terminal, operates almost entirely 
in Northern Ireland, and for that reason 
makes a greater appeal to English in- 
vestors, who are nervous of anything re- 
lating to the Irish Free State.’’ 

In analysing the company’s finances, 
the correspondent says:—‘‘ The figures, 
however, are very satisfactory, and sug- 
gest that there is a profitable future be- 
fore the rail and road services working in 
combination.’’

Born in 1869, the 
second son of Sir T. Fowell Buxton, third 
baronet. he sat as Liberal member for 
Whitley, 1905-6, and subsequently for the

Northern ivision of Norfolk, 1910-18. 
Defeated there in December, 1918, he was 
elected in the Labour interest in 1922 for 
the same constituency, which he has since 
represented. Mr. Buxton’s elevation to 
the peerage thus creates a by-election. 

At the general election last year the 
figures were:—Buxton (Lab.), 14,544; 
Cook (U.), 12,661; Mrs. Hoffman (Lib.), 
5,401. Labour majority, 1,883. 

Mr. Buxton—a kinsman of Earl Buxton, 
formerly Governor-General of South 
Africa—married, in 1914, Lucy Edith, 
eldest daughter of Major Pelham-Burn, 
of Lockerbie, and has three sons and 
three daughters. He has travelled exten- 
sively in the Near East, and actively in- 
terested himself in the Balkan States. He 
was wounded by a political assassin in 
October, 1914, while engaged on a mission 
aimed at securing the adhesion. of the 
Balkan States to the cause of the Allies 
in the War. Founder of a Farmers’ Co- 
operative Society, Mr. Buxton has shown 
interest in small holdings. He has also 
been a supporter. of temperance legisla- 
tion. His elevation to the Upper House 
strengthens the Labour representation in 
the Lords. 

A BLIND PEER. 

Mr. Henry Sanderson Furniss, who also 
receives a peerage, was Principal of 
Ruskin College, Qxford, from 1916 to 
1925, and has been blind from his birth 
in 1868. After being educated privately 
and at Hertford College, Oxford, he 
became Lecturer and Tutor in Economics 
at Ruskin College in 1907. He stood as 
Labour candidate for the University of 
Oxford at the general election of 1918. He 
has contributed to the . “ Economic 
Journal ” and other periodicals. 


FORMERLY AMBASSADOR TO THE 
UNITED STATES. 

Sir Esmé Howard, the third new peer, 
retired recently from the office of British 
Ambassador to the United States. 
Educated at Harrow, he served with the 
Imperial Yeomanry in the South African 
War. He has had a long and distin- 
guished career in the Diplomatic Service, 
which he joined in 1885. He became 
Minister to Sweden in 19135, and was 
Ambassador to Spain from 1919 to 1924, 
when he was transferred to Washington. 

Sir Esmé is a Cumberland man and a 
kinsman of the Duke of Norfolk. His 
wife was Lady Isabella . Giustiniam 
Bandini before their marriage in 1898. He 
was a member of the British delegation 
to the Paris Peace Conference in 1919. 


THE NEW BARONETS. 

Mr. Frederick Henry Royce, one of the 
three new Baronets, is the well-known 
motor engineer and designer of the engines 
of the supermarine Rolls-Royce 86, which 
Flight-Lieutenant Waghorn piloted so suc- 
cessfully in the Anglo-Italian race for the 
Schneider Trophy over the Solent last 
summer.

EXCELLENT FARCE AT THE 
GAIETY THEATRE. 


It is no more advisable to examine a farce 
too closely than it is to look a gift horse 
in the mouth. Farces, in fact, are not 
written to be examined; they are written to 
be enjoyed. So when essrs. Arthur 
Wimperis and Lauri Wylie cast about for 
something which would excite laughter in the 
theatre » Be found a Continental comedy and 
metamorphosed it into an English farce. The 
result was presented to a Dublin audience at 
the Gaiety Theatre last night, and proved to 
be as laughable as the advertisements say It 
is While there is no danger of bysterie, 
there is every prospect of thorough enjoy- 
ment for everyone who sees “.A Warm 
Corner ” as played by this touring company. 

“ Direct from the Prince’s Theatre.” That 
would once have meant. that the piece had 
wnded its run at that theatre, and that :ts 
original company was touring. It cannot 
mean that to-day, because the original com- 
pany is still playing ‘‘ A Warm Cornsr “ at 
the Prince’s Theatre, where Mr. Leslie 
Henson and Miss Heather Thatcher have been 
delighting large audiences for many months. 
The fact is that the company playing at the 
Gaiety Theatre is nothing more than an 
ordinary touring company, containing none of 
the bright particular “stars” from the 
Prince’s in London, and that the time has 
come to enter a protest against this form of 
theatrical announcement. At best this is a 
company quite other than that which made 
“ A Warm Corner ” a London success, and 
it should be announced as such. 

To enter such a protest is not in any way 
to suggest that the company presenting the 
farce at the Gaiety Theatre is not excellent; 
the performance given last night was satisfy- 
ing in every way, and very well deserved the 
prolonged laughter and applause which its 
efforts evoked. The material upon which it 
has to work is thin enough, but so much 
personal artistry was added to it that its 
thinness escaped the notice of the audience. 

When Charles Corner, of Corner’s Corn 
Cure, went to the Lido for a rest he found 
a ‘grass widow with a snake in the grass.” 
The needy Peter and the expensive Mim 
honeymooning there were faced with a 
financial crisis, and Charles presented an 
easy solution. He had a little “private ” 
dinner with Mimi, which afterwards turned 
out to be “a public oceasion,” and cost him 
40,000 lire. When the Lido came to Bray- 
stead Castle, and ‘‘the map of Europe would 
have to be altered,’’ Ins little escapade 
threatened to mar his domestic bliss; and his 
method of turning the “ funny story of the 
fellow Pickles’’ on his friend is of the most 
farcical kind. Much of the humour is 
verbal, with a tinge of sarcasm. ‘‘I can do 
nothing. says Peter; “‘l was educated in 
Eugland’’; and a good deal of laughter is 
extracted from Mr. Corner’s efforts to find 
“a sleeping partner.” The effcrts of Mrs. 
Corner to emulate the famous Malaprop are 
thoroughly laughable, if not of the Malaprop 
standard. 

In Mr. Hay Plumb the anxieties of Charles 
Corner found one who could extract the full 
quantity of laughable antics from their mere 
recital, and Miss Lillie Soutter made the 
most of his Malaprop wife. Mimi, the 
psendo vamp of the Peter Price household, 
was excellently presented by Miss Ethel 
Inga. 

SA Warm Corner” is splendidly pro- 
duced, and dressed in a manner well 
calculated to please those who believe that a 
play should partake of the function of a 
mannequin parade. With many beautiful 
dresses, beautifully worn by really attractive 
girls. “‘A Warm Corner ” should prove ex- 
ceedingly attractive to feminine playgoers. 
The Hotel Ricardo on the Lido is presented 
in a riot of colour, which, whether it really 
represented the Lido or not, was verv satisfy- 
ing to the eye; so that Messrs. Leshe Henson 
and Anstin Melford are to be congratulated 
on their production.

“ Balaclava,’* is on view at the Corinthian 
Picture House this week. The famous charge 
is the culminating point in the production, 
and it is very commendably done. There 
are clearly detailed the incidents which led 
up to the issue by Lord Raglan of the famous 
order to charge—' Lord Raglan wishes the 
cavalry to advance repidly to the front and 
try to prevent the enemy carrying away the 
guns. French cavalry is on your left.” 
Then the message transmitted by Lord Lucan 
to Lord Cardigan, and the advance of the 
Light Brigade, slow .at first, but gradually 
working up into that mad charge which drove 
Cardigan and his men up to and through the 
Russian line of guns. 

As seen on the screen it is a pulsating 
affair, heightened by the sound - effects. 
Horses and riders are bowled over, but ever 
onward they sweep. It is very realistic work, 
but it is only one of the many incidents that 
make the film interesting. There is also 
worked in very effectively a scene showing 
the famous stand of the 93rd Highland Regi- 
ment—the “ thin red line’”’ against which the 
masses of Russian cavalry hurled themselves, 
only to be broken and eventually routed. 

There is running through the picture a 
very human story of the affairs of a young 
officer ot the Highland Regiment who is 
“broken ” as a result of duelling. but finds 
a friend who assits him to join the famous 
Death or Glory boys (17th Lancers) as a 
trooper, and thus enables him to participate 
in the famous charge and also to win back 
his honours. 

The acting of Cyril MacLaglen is fine and 
manly, excellent for the character in ques- 
tion, and he receives splendid assistance tem 
Alf Goddard and Bemta Hume. 

It is a picture worth seeing, the sound re- 
production helping materially to its enjoy- 
ment.

IMPORTANCE OF COSTING 


SYSTEMS. 


Ors of the leading speakers at the Con- 
gress of the Federation of Master Printers of 
Great Britain and Ireland, held in Edinburgh 
yesterday, was Miss M. Kneafsey, of Messrs. 
Cahill and Company, TAtd., printers, Dublin. 

Miss Kneafsey said that the foundation of 
successful business was a proper system of 
recording and comparing costs. Nobody 
could deceive himself so easily as the person 
who in business adopted rule of thumb 
methods to-day. Proper records of costs were 
no more dificult to keep than a ledger or 
petty cash book, and there was no excuse for 
the attitude of mind which thought that 
costing systems were all right only for those 
who had not gone through the business from 
the bottom up. : : 

One of the reasons why efficient costing 
records were not universally kept in the print- 
ing business to-day was that feminine in- 
fluence had not made itself felt in a wide- 
spread way in printing management. Women 
were managers by tradition and instinct, 
trained by necessity through the centuries to 
make ends meet and do the utmost with the 
income and materials at their disposal.

(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 

A five-year-old motor accident was recalled 
when Patrick Callaghan, Drogheda, was put 
forward, charged with having caused the 
death of James Trrell at Milverton, near 
Skerries, Co. Dublin, on the night of May 
10th, 1925. He was found net. guilty and 
discharged. | 

Mr. Lavery, K.C., prosecuted for the State, 
and Mr. Roe (instructed by .Mr. Tallon, 
solicitor, Drogheda) defended. 

James Maunsell, Skerries, gave evidence 
that on the night in question he was cycling 
towards Skerries with the deceased man, who 
preceded him. He lost sight of Tyrell for 
some time, and had arrived at Milverton 
/when a motor car drew up at the side of 
the road, and the driver informed him that 
there was a man hurt further down the road. 
The car then drove off. A man on the road 
shouted to him to take the number of the 
car. He found Tyrell lying dead on the

| road over his bicycle. 


(ross-examined by Mr. Roe, the witness 
said that he was not certain about the 
number of the car. He denied that the 
reason why he did not ride on with Tyrell 
was that he was not in a condition to do so, 

Replying to the Judge, the witness said 
that Tyrell’s body was lying about a foot 
from the margin of the road. 

STANDING OVER BICYCLE. 

James Duff, who was cycling from Lusk to 
Skerries on the night of the occurrence, said 
that he saw Tyrell standing with a bicyele 
on the roadway. He went to find a friend 
who had cycled on before him, and when he 
returned he found Tyrell lying on the road. 
way. A motor car had pasesd him going m 
the direction where Tyrel] had been standing 
Further on he saw a motor car, the drive) 
of which was talking to Maunsell. the las 
witness. 

A man named Mahon said that he was at 
Bettystown with three of his friends on the 
night in question. Callaghan asked them to 
take a seat 1. the “ar as far as Drogheda, 
where they lived. When they got to Lay- 
town they had some drink. They then walked 
to Drogheda. £ 

James Dogherty, a member of a dance band, 
said that he was having supper in the Swan 
Hotel, Laytown, on a Bao in the. middle 
of May, 1925, when the accused man came 
in and had some supper. He asked the wit- 
ness whether he knew anybody by the name 
of 'l'yrell in Skerries, and added that he was 
afraid that he had knocked down a man of 
that name on the road, but did not think 
that the man was much hurt. 

Answering Mr. Roe, the witness said that 
the accused man may have used the words: 
“They think I have knocked down Tyrell.” 

Dr, Healy, Castleblayney, who made a 
post-mortem examination of the deceased 
man, said that death was due to head in- 
juries. There was a very deep depression 
at the right frontal bone and considerable 
force must have been used to cause it. <A 
fall would not be sufficient. 

BROKEN GLASS ON ROADWAY. 

Superintendent O'Halloran, . Skerries, said 
that when he went to the scene of the 
occurrence it was apparent that a motor car 
had run on to the dyke and taken a portion 
of the ditch away. He found pieces of 
broken glass strewn on the roadway. When 
he questioned the accused man about the 
matter, in March of this year, Callaghan 
said that on the day in question he went 
to Laytown with some others. He had five 
or six drinks at Laytown and had also 
drinks at  Bettystown. He returned 
hoine at seven o'clock that evening. and, 
having had drink, went to bed. He denied 
that he was in Skerries on that dav. that he 
was in the Swan Hotel, or that he had any 
conversation with Dogherty. He first heard 
of Tyrell’s death through the newspapers. 

In reply to Mr. Roe, the Superintendent 
said that he made inquiries immediate|l~ after 
Tvrell’s death. He found that none of the 
cars. in the accused man’s possession 
had wind screen broken, ror a handle 
missing similar to the one produced, 
which had been found on the road after the 
accident. 

The accused man, giving evidence on his 
own behalf, said that he was the proprietor 
of a hotel in Drogheda. On the ‘0th Mav, 
1925, he went to Bettvstown. He was not 
in Skerries that dav at all, and did not knork 
down anyone with his motor car. He denied 
speaking of the accident to Dogherty. 

Mrs. Crimmins, wife of the proprietor of 
the Swan Hotel, Laviown, said that Dogherty 
first went to the hotel on the 3lst May, 


Three hotel servants gave evidence that the 
accused man returned to his hotel on the 
night in question between eight and nine 
o'clock, and went to bed after having a cup 
of tea. 

THE ONLY EVIDENCE, 


Mr.. Roe said that there should be the 
strongest possible condemnation of the man 
who hed killed Tyrell outside Skervies and 
then driven away, but that man was not 
the prisoner. The only evidence «against 
the prisoner was that given by Dogherty, but 
they could not depend on the recoliection of 
a statement made five vears ago. ‘There was 
no identification of the prisoner as the man 
who had driven the car and knocked down 
Tyrell. 

The jurv, as stated, found the prisoner not 
guilty, and he was discharged.
